If this rate is carried out as the basis 


of calculation, the depreciation could not 
be li-.es than $110,000,000 on tho railroad 
property of the country.

tributes Hie depreciation solely to over-im- 
portations of foreign goods, and'tha conse- 
quent neglect of homo manufactures, par- 
ticularly iron and articles of
